The e\tnicts wliicli wo make from 
llie Siiii Francisco j)rp.ss will enable tlio 
reudor to under.staiul the causes that 
led to the recent shooting atrocity in 
that city. The allusion to Kallocii'h 
fatb^r, by the DeYounos was unpar- 
(lonaUe. Thoy must have known that 
they hung on the verge of a social 
volcano, the lava froni which was lia- 
ble atL any uioment to burst forth and 
overwhelm thein. They must have 
known that having ci'cated a public 
appetite for scandalous morsels, j- sooner 
or later their own sullied reputations 
and of those from whom they sprung 
would be dislied up. Tliey coulil not 
hope, in a cojmnunity where they were 
daily destroying llio characters of good 
men and women, that their own acts 
would escape remark and expo.sure. 
The reputation of Kalloch's dead 
father was probably as dear to liis son 
as the reputation of the DkYoi-xcs' 
living mother was to them. The \ il- 
lainy which prom|)tcd the allusion to 
the former called forth a bitter -retort 
that affected the latter. Is it not singu- 
lar that two men who were so indifl'er- 
ent to the reputations and feelings of 
others should liavc been so sensitive as 
to their own that nothing but human 
blood could wash out the stain of a 
reference thereto/ The fact is the Di:- 
YouNGs' in their wordy contest with 
Kallocii werc overmatched. Their 
own weapons were turned against 
them. They struck him what was in- 
tended to bo a mortal wound, and ho 
retaliated with a stroke that couiminut- 
ed his assailants. Few living orators 
possess KaIiLOOIi's command of lan- 
guage. For fierce invective and .scorn- 
ful denunciation wo can find few ad- 
dresse.s that will compare with Kal- 
Locn's speech on the DkYoukgh. His 
words cut through the bono and pene- 
trate the nian-ow. No reply was jjos- 
aiblo. The Chronicle must retire fi-om 
tho unequal contest or its able adver- 
sary must be silenced. Tho latter alter- 
native was chosen and Kalloch now 
lies at death's door while a whole city 
is convidsod with indignation and 
horror. 

In a previous article wo pointed out 
that the San Franci.sco atrocity was 
the natural outgrowth of a licentious 
press, which h.id been too long coun- 
' tenanced by tho jiublic. Tiio stylo of 
political warfare which invades the 
peaceful household and la^ s bare tho 
weaknesses and follies of poor human 
nature; which ghoul-like tears open 
the grave and rattles the bones of the 
longsiuOG dead J which destroys the 
characters of women and ehihlron, with 
the sole object of wounding to thoijuick 
an adversary, cannot bo palliatoJ or 
excused. No decent man would de- 
scend to the employment of .such 
weapon.s, and no decent community 
would tolerate their use. With one 
exception the Press of thi.s Province 
has not been disgraced by a resort to 
these disgraceful measures, and the 
hand of iiubllc opinion has fallen heav- 
ily on tho transgressor and blighted its 
once fair iirosjioctA; We mention 
witli a feeling of pritlo and satisfaction 
that Victoria in dealing with pio 
fessional slanderers of women has set 
an example that communities all along 
the coast would do well to imitate.

J. \V. Williams rs. Gussio Cai-lton — 

Ml', Drake, who appeared for tho plain- 
tiff, stated that his client, who w.is a 
well-known livery stable keeper, brought 
action to recover the sum of 8100 for 
damages to a mare hired to tlio defend- 
ant. Tho daniiiges it w.as alleged had re- 
sulted from ciireless driving and defend- 
ant had come to the plaintiff .and offered 
to pay §100 for the injuries. This amount 
would have been received at tho time un- 
der tho circumstances. Subsequently, 
however, the defendant offered to pay §50 
only and at a later date declined to pay 
an3-thing at all. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie appeared for the 
defendant. 

The iilaintitl' deiiosed that tho defend 
ant had been in the habit of hiring the 
animal in question, generally on Sundays. 
On the occasion in question she bespoke 
the horse two or throe days ahead. 

His Honor Shall we call this animal a 
mare or a horse I 

Witness — A mare is a horse. On Sun- 
day tho 3rd August I was at my stable 
and saw tho niare hitched up in the buggy; 
the haruoss was nearly new ; no damage 
was done to the bnggy or harness ; only 
to tho inaro ; about G I'clock in tho even- 
ing I was sitting in my stable when some- 
body came running to mo and told nie 
that my mare was ruined; she was after- 
wards led along and 1 found that the 
sinews of one of her bind logs had boon 
cut ; had her bandaged up ; the defend- 
ant then came to tho stable and said, 
" Now, Mr. Williams, I have damaged 
your mare and am willing to [)ay all da- 
mages. " 

Defendant • I never said that. 

Witness — I replied that I would like to 
have her coino on the following day, Mon- 
d.iy, and inako s:)mo settlement. She 
saiil she had no money at prestuit, liiit 
that as she took in as high as .StiO for w ino 
some nights sho would soon lie ublo to 
.settle. She said alio would ]iay .^100; 
tho nwre is gentle, kind and :in animal 
that anyone can drive ; 1 have had her 
three years in my stableand she was worth 
S'tOO to me ; I wotddnot have sold her for 
j?500 ; sho will never be fit to tlrivo again ; 
but I suppose sho is worth 8100 as a brood 
mare. 

N\'itiioss I value the mare at .S-lIK); I 
Would not have come into Cuiirt if the 
Woman had paid me §10(1; 1 don't know 
the character of the defendant; I never 
was ill her house: she may be a fast wo- 
man. 

To Mr. Drake- Then' are no moans uf 
repairiiiir t he iujiirios snstnin.'rl by tl>., 
iiiaro. I 

David .lames test died that on the ilay 
in f|uestion he heard a crash on Broad ' 
street and looking round saw a buggy up- ' 
set and the women siirawling on the 
ground; went to their assistance and help- 
ed to pick the buggy up; .saw that .the ' 
mare's leaders were cut. : 

Martin Willis testified as to tho value ' 
of the anim.ilnnd that she received severe : 
injuries; tho defendant came to tho stable | 
I'f the plaiutitl" and said she would pay ! 
damages. 

Several witnesses were called who de- . 
posed that the mare was a gentle animal i 
and quiet to drive. 

John T. Howard depusod that ho saw I 
the accident in ipiestion; was sitting in ] 
front of the Driard House; saw two ladies ! 
driving in a buggy; they were coming ! 
down ^'ie^v street when the horse made a 
sudden turn into Broad street and upset 
the vellicle; witness ran to assist; when | 
the women passed the Dritird tho driver 
was pulling hard on the reins; witness I 
thought the horse was pretty hard in tho | 
moLttli; when tho buggy upset tho women , 
w ere thrown out, one falling on top of tho 
other. 

Cross-e.xamincd — It was diflicult to 
make the turn at the pace thoy were go- 
ing without upsetting. 

Ro-examin(ul — Don't think that the ac- 
cident occurred from any w.ant of care on 
tho Women's part; if it was my horsi' 1 
would not let it out to a woman.

.•\ftor hearing ,'iddresscs of Counsel, 
His Honor Ijriefiy commented on the evi- 
dence and stated that he conaidcrod it 
had been shown th.at the defendant had, 
to a certain e.\ tent, beon guilty of negli- 
gence. If tho action had been f"r tho 
hire Hinqdy, the plaintiff wiuild not have 
succeeded.

Salmoiu'r,--"'' 

Tlio market for case salmon seems. to bo 
badly demoralized since the aiiiiouncoment 

made that tho Columbia River catch this 
season would aggregate about 450,000 
cases,, It is now stated upon 'Change 
thut Oregon 1-lb salmon, in lots, by the 
cat-load, are offered to Chic;igo morchants 
id .?1.05 l*" dozen, while this may be said 
to bo the California price of the day. Of 
course, we are yet to IciU'ii the extent of 
the salmon catch on Fraser River, or that 
of the Puget Sound fisheries now in full 
bkist. About tliree weeks since we pub- 
lished in tho iVt'iM Letter an item respect- 
ing a false claim for "swell head" damage 
to salmon, made by an English house on 
tho Oregon packers. It tippears that there 
] was an error made in the figures as there- 
in stated, but tis the names of tho parties 
so otrcnding were not given, no damtigo 
luis occurred to any. We, however, give 
j herewith a correct report of the same, 
I furnished by tho parties .aggrieved. Tho 
' memoranda sets forth that it is respecting 
a disputed claim for allowance on salmon: 
i "In the summer of L8?S, tho Cutting 
j Packing Company, of this city, sold 0,000 
I cases of Dovlin'.s sidmon i>i gi> to Livcr- 
i |>ool, subject to tho customary guarantee 
j against swelled cans. Seven thousand 
cases went to one prominent Liverpool 
house, and two thousand cases to another; 
all llio salmon being fresh p:ickud, and 
presumably eipud in (piality and condilion. 
Reports as to out-turn weio received in 
usual course, showing a h's.s by swellago 
of rather less than one-half of ono per 
cent on the 7,000 cases, and of 3.85 per 
cent on tho 2,000 cases. The latter claim 
was substantiated by the certificate 
of the pureh.-iseis, countersigned by 
two other jiarties one of wlioiii ap- 
pears to h;i\c been ilicir own 
warehouseman, and the other the ware- 
houseman of the firm to wh uu they re- 
Rold tho salmon. Although nn tho face 
of it tho claim was in duo fi rm, and tho 
managing partner of the Liv erpool house 
olli.'i'cd to swear to its correct lU'SS, yet the

I)i:Ti!f)iT, Mich., Aug. 1.3. —The 
sleainor >I. \V. Steiiihofl", of Chiithain, 
was burned ;it 2:1:1 this morning. It 
is not known how the fire originated, 
('iqit. Steiiihofl' .says that when ho re- 
tired after ton o'clock lust evening 
everything was ns usual. His wife and 
little boy retired with him to his cabin 
forward. The next ho knew he was 
surrounded by a den.so cloud of smoke, 
and tiro was coniing in at every crevice 
in the room. lie .scizetl his pantaloons, 
but was uiialile to get thorn on, and 
hastily throwing them aside seized his 
baby and rushed for the side of the 
steamer towards the river, at the same 
time calling his wife to follow him, and 
eiidca\ oring to carry her with him. 
The llanips were slioting up around 
iiis feet. He jumped overboard with 
his baby, and was rescued with tho 
c hild in his arms. It was only when 
he arrived at the Central police station 
that he began to realize that he v.-as in- 
jured. Tho child wa.s unluirt. ilis 
wife, who was rescued fi'oni the dock, 
is terribly Inirnetl on the left side of 
the face and l)ody. Her hair was burn- 
ed to a crisp. Captain SteinhofT's right 
leg, from tho knee and foot, are liter- 
ally cooked, the skin and iiesh peeling 
off at the touch. The clerk, George 
Hosford, also jumped overboard nearly 
at the same time as tho captain, but 
was in another part of the steamer, and 
was uninjured. lie was rescued in an 
exhiiusted condition by n ship'.s boat 
from the cutter Fossenden.

Licentious Journalism and its Fruits. 



Siui Franciso journals have long and 
minute accounts of tho attempt of 
Charles UeYoung to; assassinate I. S. 
Kallocli, with editorial articles con- 
demning strongly the style of journal- 
ism that led to the whole di.sgracoful 
and criminal afl'air. The ('a//, after 
reciting the libel on tho DeYoung's 
mother and sisters which originally ap- 
jiearcd in a paper called tho Snn and 
the yVfjiw that succeodod it (an account 
of wliicii appearo'd in T/ir Colonht of 
Tuesday last) proci'ods: 

"From that day to this (he .S'((,( ar- 
ticle lias been a thorn in the side of 
the Do Youngs, and not a victim of 
their malevolent and slanderous at- 
tacks during the intervening years who 
has shown any symptoms of retalia- 
tion, but has been suspected of flaunt- 
ing again in the eyes of this jiublic 
this .story of thoir origin. In the Cliro 
nick of ITriday last appeared an firticlo 
picturing tho alleged early career of 
Kalloch, and which, among other 
things, made tho following reference 
to his father, who was buried in this 
State eight years since: 

" ' While ho was at college his father 
l)ccarae too familiar with some sisters 
of the flock over which ho was estab- 
lished in Ivockland. To escape o.x^jo- 
sure and the indignation and vengeance 
of the injured husbands, the elder Kal- 
loch quietly settled his afi'airs, and, 
without ceremony, se\ ei'cd his connec- 
tion with the church. Ho iiniiK^diately 
took pa.ssagc for California, in wdiich 
State ho spent the remainder of his 
existence, he having died some six or 
eight years ago. ' 

" Tliis attack ujion tho eluiracter of 
his deceased parent whose momoiy he 
revered, so enraged Mr. Kalloch that 
ho resolved to repay it in kind — to 
light fire with lire. 

For some days preceding Friday tho 
Chronicle had contained a scries of sen- 
.sationnl articlos attacking tho Rov. 
Isaac 8. Kalloch in torins which no 
decent paper would use. Tlio articles 
wore made u)) in about etjual parts of 
falsc^hood.'^ and distorted trutli.s, Tho 
living were assailed in tho pei-son of 
tho living rein-paontative's of the family, 
and the dead in tho peraon of that re- 
presentative's father. A memory which 
has been honored for many years was 
blackened to serve the purpose of a 
profo.ssioiial .slanderer. On Friday even- 
ing Mr. Kalloch replied to these at- 
tacks in the tone in which they were 
made. His .speech was a model of in- 
vcetive--tlie only style of speech wdiich 
would he likely to reach the point at 
wliicli tho sjieakor turned. On Satur- 
day morning the responsible manager 
of tho Chronicle sought out IVIr. Kal- 
loch and shot him through the body. 
Wo see, therefore, a man commence a 
brutal and mendacious attack upon an- 
other, and when replied to, we .see him 
seek out the object of his attiick and at- 
tempt to murder him. Tlie attack upon 
i\Ir. Knlloch'b character \t:is so gross 
that iniiiiy who arc not bad citizens 
would have upheld Mr. Kalloch in 
seeking his as.sailant. But De Young 
first assails Kalloch in haracter and 
then makes an attempt at his life. Tho 
circumstances of thi;- all'air serve as a 
pointed illustration of the general 
'jourso of the Chronicle. Almost eveiy 
month of its stormy and disgraceful ex- 
istence has been marked by a similar 
episode. It has boasted of its power 
to kill any public man it did not like. 
In pursuance of its iiofarious business, 
it has established a detective .system 
which lias filled the ])igeon-holes of its 
private bureau with damaging material 
against prominent public and private 
men. This material has been used as 
a means of accomplishing a purpose — 
sometimes to extort mono, and some- 
times to pull down men who would 
not be bliickmailod. The shameless 
sheet has tried to make itself a ])owcr 
by these infamous means. Very few^ 
persons live to whose character lies and 
distorted truths will not give the ap- 
pearance of a stain. For a time its 
engine of slander was mainly u.sed to 
rejilenisli its cofVers. Of late it has 
undertiikf'u to use its woa[)Oiis in pol- 
itice. No other community in America 
probably has been so di.sgraced and do- 
spoiled by a public journal as this. It 
has revived the worst instances of news- 
pa])er prostitution, with tho increased 
power for mischief which modern ap- 
pliances place at its disposal. From 
the nature of the case, such a sheet 
could not long prosper, for a commun- 
ity that does not put such an enemy 
under its feet will soon bo under the 
feet of its enemies. 

Tho BtiJlctin'.'f editorial continues ;i8 
follows ; 

"Kallocli, the nominee of the Work- 
ingmen's party for Mayor, was tho 
Chronicle's last victim. But Kalloch 
was a man of different mould from the 
others. Though a clergyman, he struck 
back with energy. At Metropolitan 
Temple last night he giivo as good as 
was sent. The literature on both sides 
was the most venomous and remorseless 
of its sort. There was no chance to 
reach Kalloch last night, surrounded, as 
he was, by his admiring followers. 
This morning, however, when the jio- 
litical eirervesconco had died away, 
Charles DoYoung, chief proprietor of 
the Chronicle, sought him out and at- 
tempted to assassinate him without giv- 
ing htm a show.

Tho boy, however, 
liorsisteutly asserted that Mathias wa.s 
the perpetrator of the deed, and showed 
the man's tracks in the dusty road.

A Bijlaw lo prohibit the'erectionofWooilen 
' ISnildiniis iritliin certain Fire Limits 
irithin the Citij of }'ir.toria : 

1. Tliat .stiL-li part of tne City bounded 
.lU tho Noi'lli l)y .lolin.siin street, on the 
South l)y I'ort street, on the Ea.st by 
Bi.'oad KUect and on tlic West by tho 
•Witter Frontage he liereby declaved witli- 
in tho Firo Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to coutro of Fort 
from centre of r>r.md sliall he liniit.s re- 
ferred to abovo. 

2. All r)uildiiig.i hereafter oi'cctod with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their ontside 
NN'tilLs r.nd parly Walla made of Brick, 
.Stono or other incombustible mnterial ami 
Bueli outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above WtiU Plate of Roof, and p.arty Walls 
shall aliio extend to same height above 
Wall I'late of lluof. Hoofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will atlbrd pro- 
ti-ctinu ;i'.;,iin.-il Fire aiul the Walls ahull 
be so con.-;tnict<Hl as to separate all Wood 
Work thorouLjlily and completely of tho 
interior .and Cxterior of such Building 
from all and cvciypartof tho interior nnd 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex e.f Hoof shouhl exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then the Hoof nuiat be 
eo-\-ered with such material its will alfortl 
protection tigaiiist Firo. In tho cnso of 
tiablea tho "Walla tire to bo carried up to 
tlio full height of the Apex of said Eoof. 
The term Building, as iipplied in thb 
.Section, shall not include Privies or 
Slu ds fill storage of Coal, Woodor AVharf 
Shed.s. 

S. All Hcpair.s ti) r>uilding3 constructed 
of brick, atone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall bo made to confonu to 
this Ordinance, 

4. The Wooden Building within tho 
.<aid Fire Limil.s .shall not bo tiltored or 
i-haiiqcil witlumt the written perniisaion of 
tlie Chief Engineer of the Victoria Firo 
I ii-parUiicnt, approved hy a iniijority of 
the File Wanlen.s, which permit shall 
.ipei li'y fally the alterations orohiingos re- 
i|iiii'etl, am', no sueli permit shall bo given 
if any increase will bo made by the pro- 
pd.sed i liaii:,'!' m' aUei'atimi in tho .size of 
any \\ Ooiten lliiihliiig within the aaid 
Limits, or il such repairs or alterationa 
will iiKicasi! the value of such building 
more than 'i'weiity-iive per cent. Tho ap- 
|ilieatioii3 therefor iiud a copy of each of 
such iicrinita shall be kept on file in tlio 
(illice of the City Clerk. 

o. No linilding within the said Firo 
Limit.) sh.ill be removed except to a por- 
tion of tho .same lot on which it atanda or' 
to a point outside the I'^ire Limit.s. 

G. Whenever any building ahall be by 
any nu'.iiis Mil iinicli injured as to bu, in 
i!i-'' j'.'.'!'.;!;)..">i- "f ih'i Chief Knginoer and 
a iiia,iiiri;y of Ihe Fire Wurdcn.s, a dan- 
(.^erous niiisaiico, or when any Wooden 
I'.iiilding within the said Fire Limits ahnll, 
ill the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a inajurity of the Fire Wardenu, bo 
damaged by lire to tho extent of ono-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
i(ineei' .sli;ill cause to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice ref|iiiriiig auch per.son to remove 
tho same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceivings such notice shall '.vithin ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
re((nirements thereof. 

7. t^ie ,S7(i/'i/ /Ji(i7(/i)i;/.s— Fonndiitiona 
to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and iidt les.s than eighteen inches 
in the hard cl.-iy or gravel, as tho case may 
bo, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inclios thick. Two Story Buildings— 
Foundations to bo not less thaYi twenty- 
two inches tliiclc and not loss than eigh- 
tren inches in tho hard clay or gravel, as 
the ca.se may be. Jlriel: )[o//,s— Ground 
iloor to he not lesn than seventeen inches 
tliick; first Iloor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any peraon cu" poi-sons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw slwU bo 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on ciiiiviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished hy a fine of not 
le.ss than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new oUeiice and punished accordingly. 

'.». The Cliicf Engiueor of (bo Victoria 
Fire Department and the Fire W.ardona 
are rc(|uireil to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to nuakc com- 
l)laint.s ill the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw m.ay bo cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Proliibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1870."
